To the intent therefore that wee may not bee mavndetull of thele great murcies, bur iceke by all meines (according to 
our duetie) to berhankefull for the ſame, it behouzth vs ſo to walke in his feare and loue, that all the dayes of ou: life woe 
may procure the glory of his holy Name, Now foratmuch as this thing chiefly is a!tained by the knowledge and praiſing 
of the worde of God, (which is the light to our pathes, the key of the kingdome of heanen, our comfort in aſſliction, ou; 
ſhield and (word againſt Satan, the ſchoule of all wiſedome, the glaſſe wherein we beholde Gods face, the teſtimuuie of his 
fayour,and the onely ſoode and noutiſhment of of our ſoules) we thought that we could beftowe out labours and {tudic in 
nothing which could bee more acceptable to God and comtortabte to his Church, then in the tranſlating of the holy 
Scriptures into our natiue tongue: the which thing, albeit that divers heretofore haue indeuoured to archicue : yet conſide.

reverence, exborted, and alſo incouraged by the ready villes of ſuch, whole hearts Goa like iſe touched, not toſpme any 
charges for the furtherance of ſuch a benefit &iauor of God toward his Church(though the time then was molt dangerous, 
and the perſecution ſharpe & furious) we ſubmitted out ſelues at length to their podly indgements, & ſeeing the great op- 
portusitie & occaſians, which God preſented vnto vs in luis Church, by tes ſon of io many godly and learned men, and ſuch 
diactſities of tranſlations in d uets tongues : we vadertooke this great & wonderful worke (with al teuetenee, as in the pte 
lence of God, as intieating the word of God, whe: eunto we thinke our ſelues vnſufficiert) vhich now God according to tus 
dine providence. & mercy hath d itected toa mott profperous end, And this we may with good conſcience proteſt,that we 
have in eueĩy point & word, accord:ng ta the meaſure of that knowledge which it pleaſed Almighty God to give vs, faith- 
fully rendred the text, and in all hard places mo:t iyncetely expounded the fame. For God is ou witneſſe, that we haue by all

Nov as we luue chiefly ubſerued the ſenſe, and laboured alwayes to teſlote it to all integriti: ſo haue we h oft euerene-

they remained for the ſpace of foure hundreth yeeres, and of ſeuentie perſons grewe to an infinite 
number, ſo that the king and the countrey grudged and endeuoured both by tyranny and cruell ſlauery 
to ſuppreſſe them : the Lord according to bus promiſe, Geneſis 13. 14 kad compathon of his Church, 
and deliuered them, bur plagued their enemies in ſtrange and ſundry ſorts. And the more that the 
tyranny of the wicked cnraged againſt his Church, the more did his heawe judgements increaſe againſt 
| them, til Pharaoh and bis armie were drowned in the ſame Sea,which gave an entrie and paſſage to the 
children of God. But as the ingratitude of man is grear, ſo did they immediatly forger Gods wonderful 
benefits: and albeit he had given them the Paſſcouer to be a ſigne and memoriall of the ſame, yet they 
| fell to diſtruſt, and tempted God with ſundry murmurings and grudgings againſt him and his miniſters; 
ſometime moued with ambition, ſometime for lacke of drinke or meate to content their luſts, ſome- 
time by idolatrie,or ſuch like Wherefore God viſited them with ſlurpe rods and plagues, that by his 
cotrectiom they might ſeeke to him for remedie againſt his ſcourges, & earneſtly repent them for their 
rebellions and wickedneſſe. And becaule God loueth them to the ende,whom he hath once begun to 
joue, he puniſhed them not according to their deſerts , but dealt with them in great mercies, and cuer 
ifs with new benefits laboured to overcome their malice : for be ſtill gouei ned and gaue them bis 
ue word and Law, both concerning the maner of ſeruing him, and alſo the forme of iudgements and ciuill 
ved, policie: to the intent that they ſhould not ſerue God after their owne inuentions, but according to that 
order, which his heauenly wiſedome had aypointed.

THE ARGVM ENI. 

Ccording as God had ordeined, Deut. 17.1 4.that when the Iſraelites ſhould be in the lande of Ca- 
naan, he would appoint them a King: io here in this firſt booke of Samuel is declared the ſtate of 

this people vnder their firſt King Saul, who net content with that order, which God for atime appoin- 
ted for the gouernment of his Church, demaunded a King, to the intent they might be as other nati- 
ons, and in a greater aſſurance as they t ht : not becauſe they might the better thereby ſerue God, 
as being vader — d of him, which did repreſent Ieſus Chriſt the true deliueter i therefore hee 
aue them at an hypocrite to rule ouer them, that they might leatne, that the perſon of a 
ing is not ſu to defend them, except God * his preſcruc and keepe them.

THE ARGVYVMEBNI. 


A Fter that Tehoiachin by the counſell of Teremiah and Ezekiel had yeelded himſelſe to Necuchad - 
nezzar, and ſo went into captiuitie with his mother and diuers of his princes and of the people, 
certaine beganne to repent and mfrmure that they had obeyed the Prophets counſell, as though the 
thing which thev had propheficd ſhould not come to paſſe, and therelore their eſtate ſhould bee ſtill 
miſerable ynder the Caldeam. By reaſon whereof te confi meth his former propheſies, declaring by 
newe viſions and revelations ſhewed vnto him, that the citic ſhould moſt cerrainely be deſtro ed, and 
the people grieuouſly tormented by Gods plagnes, in ſo much that they that remained, ſhould be 
brought into cruell bondage. And [eſt the godly thould defpaire in their great troubles, hee aſſureth 
them that God ul deliuer his Church at his time appoynted. and alſo deftroy their enemies which ei- 
ther afflicted them, ot teioyce ia their miſeries. The effect of ie one and the other ſhould chicſſy be 
performed vndet Chriſt, of whom in this Booke are many notable promiſes, and n whom the glory of 
the new Temple ſhoul4 perfeQly be teſtoted. Hee propheſied theſe things in Caldeg, at the ſame time 
that letemiah prophelicd in Judah, and there began in the fiſt yeere of Ichoiachiu: captivirie.

THE ARGVMENT. 

9 Nineuch ſhewed themlelues prompt and ready to receive the word of God at Tonahs 
preaching, and ſo turned to the Lord by repentance: lo after a certaine time rather giuing them- 
ſelues to worldly meanes to increaſe their dominion, then ſeeking to continue in the feare of God, and 
trade wherein they had begun, they caſt off the care of Religion, and ſo returned to their vomite, and 
ptouoked Gods iuſt iudgement againſt them in affliQing his people. Therefore their citie Nineueh 
was deſtroied, and Meroch-baladan Nee enieyed the 
Empire of the Aſlyrians. But becauſe God hath a continuall care of his Church, bee ſtirreth vp his 
Prophet to comfort the godly ſhewing that the deſtruction of their enemies ſhould bee for their con 
4 folation. And as it ſeemeth hee prophecied about the time of Hexekiah, and not in the time of Ma- 
naſſch his ſonne, as the Iewes write. eas
